facts of life: There's a lot

The senate recently rejected a

The FBI followed up the OSS 


raid with one of its own, which 
also produced a lot of secret fed- 
eral documents. As a result, six 
persons were arrested. They 
in- 


cluded two state department em- 
ployes, career Diplomat John 
S. 


Service and 
Emmanuel 
Larsen, 


and the editor of Amerasia, Philip 
Jaffe. 


Jaffe and Larson were fined al- 


ter pleading guilty to charges of 
conspiracy to obtain illegal posses- 
sion 
of 
government documents. 


Service was cleared and returned 
to duty in the state department. 
He and two others were not in- 
dicted. The sixth case was dropped.
